The Pastaiasler Geaeral has an- 
nounced a coming rcdiiriion in par- 
cel post rates which should be ot 
much interest to the pablic sad to 
those w ho are engaged ia BMll order 
merchandising. 

The chaages, as explained in 
Washington dispatches, app'y to 
the first and second zones. The 
SMUumum weight liatit, which at 
present is eleven pounds, is raised 
to twenty pounds. The present 
rate for the first or "local* soaa Is 
5 cents for the first pound and i cent 
for each additional pound up to 
eleven pounds. The aaw rate in 
this zone will be t, cents for the first 
pound and 1 cent for each addition- 
al two p oa ad s ap lo Iwealy poaads. 
The present rate for the second 
zone, which embraces territory with- 
la a 150 mile air line radius. Is i 
cents for the first pound and 4 cents 
for each additional pound up to 
eleven pounds. The new rate will 
be 6 cents for the first pound and 
one cent for each additional pound 
up to iwaaly poaads. 

The aew rates will become effect- 
ive on .August 15. It IS expected 
that further reductions ia other 
tones will be made later on. .\bout 
one-third of all the parcel-post busi- 
ness, heirever, is done in the first 
two zones, and the changes ' to take 
effect next month are expected 
greatly to increase the ate of the 
parcel post. The recent regulation 
which penults the Hie of ordinary 
stamps on packages, iaslsad of the 
distinctive stamps at first required, 
will fecililate the parcel post busi- 
ness snd make it more popalar with 
the aiassee.
